Aspart of Indiana’sbrownfields
initiative, Gov. Frank O’ Bannon
sgnedintolaw House Enrolled Act
1909. HEA 1909 alowsfor the
IndianaDevel opment Finance
Authority (IDFA) to deposit appro-
priationsor other money received
under the Environmenta Remediation
Revolving Loan Fund Programintoa
subaccount of the Environmental
Remediation Revolving Loan Fund.
Thisfund would be used to award
forgivableloansto politica subdivi-
sonsfor remediation or other
brownfield redevel opment activities.

Aswiththecurrent grant and loan
programs, projects must meet certain
exigting economicand public partici-
pation requirements. A project may
begiven priority for aforgivableloan
if it meetsone or both of thefollow-
ingcriteria
e Involvesan abandoned gasstation

or underground storagetank; or
e Islocated within one-haf mileof a

child care center, homeor ingtitu-
tion; aschool agechild care

Gov. Frank O’ Bannon authorizes

the forgivable loan provision included
in HEA 1909, which modifies the
Environmental Remediation Revolving
Loan Fund.

program; or an elementary or
secondary school attended by
studentsin kindergarten through
grade 12.

A politica subdivisonmust
develop and meet economic devel-
opment or redevel opment goalsand
aschedulefor their attainment
specifictotheloan project. These
goascanincludenonbusnessuse
such as parksor green space.

Thisnew forgivableloan subac-
count will start witha$5 million
appropriation. Likeother loansfrom
theEnvironmenta Remediation
Revolving Loan Fund, amaximum

loan amount of up to 10 percent of
themoniesin thesubaccount is
alowed, making themaximum
forgivableloan amount $500,000.
Not morethan 20 percent of the
total amount of aloanfor aneligible
brownfield project may beforgiven.
Inaddition to theloan terms, the
financid assistanceagreement for a
project to befinanced with aforgiv-
ableloan must specify economic
devel opment or redevel opment goas
for the project. These goalsmust be
achieved beforethepolitical subdivi-
sonwill bereleased fromitsobliga
tionto repay theforgivableloan.

When used with other programs, a
forgivableloan can greatly enhancea
community’sability to addressenvi-
ronmenta concernsat brownfield
properties.

What gives a brownfields
project priority for a forgiveable
loan?

e An abandoned gas station or
underground storage tank; or

e Property within one-half mile of a
child care center, home or
institution; school age child care
program; or elementary or
secondary school.

Q: Canmoney from Indiana’'s ExcessLiability Fund beused
for brownfield remediation activitiesat underground storage
tank fecilities?

A: Itispossible, but unlikely. Beforeafacility is considered h J‘
eligiblefor ELF money, the owner or operator of thefacility

must maintain regi stration of the underground storagetanksand ensure
they comply with al applicableregulations. Because most brownfields

are abandoned siteswith no known responsible party, it isunlikely that
underground storagetanksat abrownfield areeligiblefor ELF money.
However, the Abandoned Tank Community Ass stance Program,

discussed inthe previousissue of the

and environmental scientistsat
ArgonneNationa Laboratory.
Theprojectishelpingthese
studentsdevel op ayear round
greenhousefor planting materias.
The studentsare expected to use
the plantson project-designated
pilot sitesboth to beautify thesites
andtoaidinther remediation.

Environmental
insurance can be
tool for cleanup

New formsof environmental
insurancethat may affect
brownfield Steshaveemergedin
recent years. Environmental in-
suranceisintended tolimit ligbil-
ity associated with the discovery
and cleanup of contaminated
brownfields.

According to arecent report
published by the U.S. Depart-
ment of Housing and Urban De-
velopment, “ Environmenta Insur-
ancefor Brownfields Redevel op-
ment: A Feasibility Study,” there
arefivemaor classesof environ-
menta insurance (listed below).
Eachplaysaroleinlimitingun-
certainty and quantifyingrisk at
different stagesof theredevel op-
ment process:

e Professiond Liability Cover-
age— for errorsand/or omis-
sionshy public and private
partiesdealing with or manag-
ing contaminated land,

e Owner/Operator Liability
Coverage—for firmsor agen-
ciesactualy workingonthe
gte;

e Cleanup Cost-Cap or Stop-
LossCoverage—places an
upper limit on the costs of
cleanup that siteredevel opers
may haveto pay;

e Lega Defense Coverage—for
lawsuitsassociated withligbility
clamsmade by enforcement
agenciesor third parties, and

e Re-opener or Regulatory Ac-
tion Coverage—for costs asso-
ciated withany futuregovern-
ment actionsthat requirefurther
Stecleanup.

Environmenta insurance cover-
age can be used during any stage
of brownfieldsredevel opment.
Sinceit affectsboth accessto
capital and the conditionsunder
whichloansaremade, coverage
can contributeto site selection,
remediation, new construction or
rehabilitation, ongoing operations
and refinancing stages.

Although the use of environmen-
tal insuranceisgrowing, itisstill a
misunderstood and underused
resource.

Gaining access
to a brownfields
property

A party engagedinredevel oping a
brownfieldwill often performinvesti-
gationsor other activitiesonthe
property beforegaining legd titleto
it, toavoidincurring liability or
because bankruptcy, abandonment
or other circumstances make estab-
lishing clear titleimpossible.

In some cases, the owner might
refuseto grant accessto the property
or noowner isidentified.

AlthoughthelndianaBrownfields
Program does not require proof of
ownership beforeproviding
assistance, theinability to gain access
toabrownfieldwill inhibititsrede-
velopment. Thus, aparty’sinability to
gain ownership or accessmight be
consdered when awarding grantsor
approvingloansor Brownfields
Environmental Assessments.

WhileI|DEM typicaly will refrain
fromforcing aproperty owner to
provide access, aparty who needs
accessto perform brownfields
revitalization activitieshasother op-
tions. One of the advantages of
partnering withapolitical subdivison
toredevelop abrownfieldisthat the
municipality or county hasindepen-
dent meansof gaining access, such
asthrough acounty board of health,
thetax assessor or eminent domain.
IDEM may beableto assist by
providing the current owner or
operator with information about
brownfildsand Indiana's
BrownfieldsProgram.

Thecity oversaw theremoval
of theunderground storagetanks
and contaminated soil, and city
workersdemolished thebuilding.
IDEM then reviewed the cleanup
and issued acomfort |etter to the
city, which enabled thetransfer of the
property in December 1998.

“Thisredevelopment projectisan
extraordinary example of coopera-
tion between government agencies
and the private sector,” said Robert
McCdlenlll, city attorney.

Thebeautifully landscaped park is
located inaresidential and commer-
cia neighborhood at theintersection
of Wabash and Stitt streetsand
Manchester Avenue.

When oneof thechildren at the
ceremony was asked about the
benefit of the park, hereplied, “ 1t will
beawonderful placefor my family to
comeand play.”
